Officials of Coca-Cola, the main sponsor of soccer in Australia, are 


fuming Over two controversial incidents in Melbourne and Canberra 


week. 


Daily newspapers reported last Thursday that 
promoters of AC Milan’s Australian tour would 
present the “Gianni Rivera” award to the best 
player of the Coca-Cola national youth 
championships which NSW won in Canberra. 

But apparently the Coca-Cola bosses 
hadn’t been told about it. 


National coach Rudi 
Gutendorf picked NSW 
striker Ian Hunter as the 
best player of the tourna- 
ment. 

The Gianni Rivera 
award gives him the 
chance to fly to Italy for 
Special training with AC 
Milan- 

But Coke officials 
objected strongly. They 
hold the view that the AC 
Milan promoters are 
jumping on Coke’s promo- 
tion bandwagon and that if 
the award is accepted, the 
publicity generated by the 
championships will be 
open every year to plunder 
by commercial concerns. 

Australian Soccer Fed- 
eration officials, who orig- 
inally had been quite 
happy about the Rivera 
award, consequently 
changed their tune. There 
was no best player award 
for the tournament, they 
said, lest the ASF loses 
Coke’s sponsorship. 

Rudi Gutendorf couldn't 
see the logic. As far as he 
was concerned, Ian Hunter 
(who plays for Blacktown) 
was the best player of the 
tournament and if some- 
one wanted to fly him free 
to Italy, all power to them. 

While the factions war 
on, [an Hunter waits for 
news about whether he will 
go to Italy or whether his 
hopes have been lifted only 
to be dashed again. 

Coca-Cola did of course 


have a point, although I do 


believe there was a bit of 
over-reaction in this case.

However, Coke execu- 
tive Peter Bent, was fully 
justified in his scatching 
criticism of Victoria after 
only a handfui of people 
turned up to see an ex- 
cellent audio-visual pre- 
sentation of the Coca-Cola 
world youth championship. 


Coke will spend about $2.5 
million on soccer in Australia 
until the end of next year, in- 
cluding the 198i werld youth 
champienships, and Peter 
Bent had freighted a quarter- 
tonne of equipment up from 
Tasmania for this special 
showing. He and his company 
did not deserve te be snubbed 
in this way.
